Gentlemen  : It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  herewith  my  sec- 
ond annual  administrative  and  financial  report  of  the  Department 
of  Archives  and  History  for  the  year  beginning  October  1,  1902, 
and  ending  October  1,  1903. 

Meeting  of  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  held  in  the 
rooms  of  the  Department  October  3,  1902.  Minutes  of  the  busi- 
ness transacted  follow : 

Minutes,  Second  Meeting,  Board  of  Trustees. 

Be  it  remembered,  that  this  day,  Friday,  October  3,  1903,  it 
being  the  day  fixed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Department  of  Archives  and  History  of  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi for  the  first  annual  meeting,  the  said  Board  met  in  the  city  of 
Jackson,  in  the  rooms  of  the  Department,  located  in  the  Capitol,

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for  the  transaction  of  such  business  as  should  come  before  it.  when 
the  following  proceedings  were  had,  to  wit : 

The  Board  was  called  to  order  by  its  President,  General  Ste- 
phen D.  Lee,  the  following  members  being  present  and  answering 
to  their  names:  Chancellor  R.  B.  Fulton,  Dr.  R.  W.  Jones,  Judge 

B.  T.  Kimbrough,  Dr.  F.  L.  Riley,  Prof.  J.  M.  White,  and  Prof. 
G.  H.  Brunson. 

By  invitation  of  the  President,  Gen.  Robert  Lowry  and  Hon. 
R.  A.  Dean  were  present  to  hear  the  annual  report  of  the  Director, 
or  that  portion  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  discovery  and  preser- 
vation of  the  Confederate  War  Records  of  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi. 

A motion  to  hear  the  annual  report  of  the  Director  was  made 
and  adopted,  whereupon  a full  and  exhaustive  report  of  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Department  from  March  15  to  October  1,  1902, 
was  submitted. 

After  said  report  was  heard  it  was  on  motion  received,  ap- 
proved and  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  publication  of  the  Missis- 
sippi Historical  Society  for  the  year  1902.  It  was  also  ordered 
that  a reprint  of  one  thousand  copies  be  prepared  for  free  distri- 
bution. 

The  Board  then  adjourned  to  meet  Saturday,  October  4,  at  9 
o’clock  A.  M. 

Social  Meeting  of  Board. 

On  the  evening  of  October  3d  the  Director  had  the  pleasure 
of  entertaining  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  a complimentary  din- 
ner at  Shurld’s.  Hon.  J.  R.  Preston,  of  Natchez,  having  been 
unavoidably  detained  from  the  business  meeting,  arrived  m time 
to  be  present. 

The  absence  of  Bishop  Galloway,  on  a mission  to  China  and 
Japan  for  the  great  Methodist  Church,  was  regretted  and  many 
kind  words  relative  thereto  were  expressed. 

In  addition  to  the  Trustees,  Judge  S.  S.  Calhoon  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  Judge  Robert  Powell  of  the  Circuit  Court,  and  Hon. 

C.  H.  Alexander  of  the  Jackson  bar  honored  the  occasion  with 
their  presence. 

Informal  toasts  were  offered  and  responded  to,  with  Judge 
Powell  acting  as  toastmaster. 
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Second  Days  Proceedings. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Department  of  Archives  and 
History  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  when  the  following  pro- 
ceedings were  had,  to  wit : 

Board  called  to  order  by  President,  with  same  attendance  of 
members  as  yesterday. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Judge  B.  T.  Kim- 
brough, and  passed  by  unanimous  vote. 

“ Resolved , That  the  diligence  and  energy  and  tact  displayed  by  Hon. 
Dunbar  Rowland,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Archives  and  History  are  most  satisfactory  to  the  Board,  and 
entitle  him  to  the  gratitude  of  the  people  of  the  State.  His  success  is  phe- 
nomenal and  demonstrates  his  eminent  fitness  for  the  position. 

We  tender  him  our  cordial  thanks  for  his  most  faithful  discharge  of 
duty  under  exceptionable  difficulties.” 

A general  discussion  of  the  future  work  of  the  Department 
was  had,  and  many  expressions  of  gratification  over  its  successful 
activities  were  made. 

The  Director  was  given  authority  to  employ  office  assistance, 
for  which  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  was  appro- 
priated. 

The  Director  was  given  leave  of  absence  for  three  weeks  to 
visit  Washington,  D.  C.,  for  the  purpose  of  inaugurating  a move- 
ment for  the  collection  and  publication,  by  the  National  Govern- 
ment, of  a roster  of  Confederate  officers  and  enlisted  men. 

On  motion  the  Board  adjourned  to  meet  the  first  week  in  Octo-. 
ber,  1903,  on  a day  to  be  fixed  by  the  President.

Public  Interest  in  the  Department. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  results  of  the  activities  of  the  De- 
partment is  the  very  pronounced  advance  which  has  .been  made  in 
attracting  the  attention  and  in  gaining  the  sympathy  and  active 
support  of  the  people.  This  interest  has  been  made  known  through 
the  official  action  of  the  Mississippi  Teachers’  Association  at  its 
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meeting  at  Vicksburg,  and  of  the  annual  reunion  of  the  United 
Confederate  Veterans  at  Jackson. 

Both  bodies,  representing  some  of  the  best  citizenship  of  the 
State,  passed  appreciative  and  complimentary  resolutions  on  the 
past  work  and  future  aims  and  purposes  of  the  Department,  and 
urged  liberal  appropriations  for  its  support. 

Other  patriotic  societies  of  the  State  have  actively  co-operated 
with  the  Department  in  its  efforts  to  cultivate  an  aggressive  spirit 
for  the  collection  and  preservation  of  historical  material. 

The  Sons  of  Veterans  and  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  have 
materially  aided  the  Department  in  its  praiseworthy  aims.  The 
distribution  of  one  thousand  copies  of  the  first  annual  report  of  the 
Director  among  historical  students  and  societies,  libraries  and  di- 
rectly to  the  people  of  the  State,  has  given  the  public  information 
which  has  resulted  in  much  practical  benefit  to  historical  work 
throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

I deem  it  not  inappropriate  to  state  that  much  appreciated  en- 
couragement from  some  of  the  leading  historical  students  and 
writers  of  the  country  has  been  received  during  the  past  year. 

The  splendid  support  which  the  State  is  giving  the  work  of  pre- 
serving its  history  is  attracting  the  attention  of  historical  special- 
ists in  all  the  States,  and  is  eliciting  favorable  reports  from  publi- 
cations devoted  to  history. 

The  establishment  of  this  Department  has  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  other  States  and  promising  movements  have  been  inaugu- 
rated in  Louisiana,  Tennessee,  Arkansas  and  Texas  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  similar  Departments.  It  has  given  me  pleasure  to 
explain  the  work  in  all  its  details  to  correspondents  from  those 
States. 

Union  and  Confederate  Rosters. 

Perhaps  the  most  pressing  duty  of  the  Department  is  the 
preservation  of  the  peerless  record  of  the  heroic  soldiers  of  Mis- 
>i<sippi  who  served  in  the  armies  of  the  Confederacy,  in  the  war 
between  the  United  States  and  the  Confederate  States.  The  law 
creating  the  Department  directs  that  special  effort  shall  be  made 
to  collect  historical  data  of  every  character  and  description  relative 
t<>  the  Confederate  soldiers  of  the  State,  which  shall  be  prepared 
for  publication  as  soon  as  possible. 
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If  there  is  one  duty  of  this  Department  which  should  stand  be- 
fore all  others  it  is  that  sacred  duty  to  preserve  the  record  of  the 
deeds  of  the  Confederate  soldiers  of  Mississippi  who  gave  up 
everything  for  country  and  made  forever  heroic  the  time  in  which 
they  lived. 

One  of  the  first  official  acts  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  provided 
that  every  possible  effort  be  put  forth  for. the  collection  and  publi- 
cation of  an  accurate  and  complete  roster  of  the  officers  and  en- 
listed men  from  Mississippi  who  served  in  the  Confederate  armies. 

The  first  annual  report  of  the  Director  showed  that  about  six 
hundred  and  fifty  rosters  of  Mississippi  companies  had  been  col- 
lected and  were  on  file  in  this  Department.  During  the  past  year 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  rosters  have  been  added  to  the  collec- 
tion. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  it  was  decided  that 
the  Director  should  go  to  Washington  for  the  purpose  of  placing 
before  the  War  Department  a plan  for  the  publication,  by  the 
National  Government,  of  an  historical  roster  of  Mississippi  Con- 
federate officers  and  enlisted  men.  It  was  deemed  best  to  urge 
the  proposed  publication  upon  the  War  Department  during  the 
session  of  Congress,  in  order  that  the  necessary  legislation  might 
be  had. 

In  order  to  bring  the  proposed  plan  before  Congress  early  in 
the  session,  I left  Jackson  on  December  3d  and  arrived  in  Wash- 
ington on  the  morning  of  the  5th. 

On  the  day  of  my  arrival  I had  a conference  with  Senators 
McLaurin  and  Money  relative  to  the  purpose  of  my  visit,  which 
resulted  in  my  securing  the  earnest  and  active  endorsement  of  the 
able  and  resourceful  Representatives  from  Mississippi  in  the 
United  States  Senate. 

I cannot  say  too  much  in  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the 
courtesy,  aid  and- advice  of  the  Senators  and  Representatives  from 
Mississippi,  which  enabled  me  to  avoid  errors  that  might  have 
delayed  the  object  of  my  mission.  It  gives  me  pleasure,  there- 
fore, to  acknowledge  the  many  kindnesses  and  courtesies  of  Sen- 
ators Money  and  McLaurin  and  Congressmen  Candler,  Spight, 
Fox,  Hooker,  Williams,  McLain  and  Henry. 

On  the  morning  of  December  6th  I was  enabled,  through  the 
courtesy  of  Senator  McLaurin,  to  have  an  interview  with  General 
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F.  C.  Ainsworth,  the  Chief  of  the  Record  and  Pension  Division 
of  the  War  Department,  who  has  charge  of  the  Union  War  records 
and  the  Confederate  War  records  which  were  captured  at  the  fall 
of  Richmond. 

I was  received  by  General  Ainsworth  with  the  utmost  courtesy. 
He  expressed  entire  sympathy  for  the  publication  by  the  National 
Government  of  an  accurate  and  complete  roster  of  officers  and  en- 
listed men  of  both  Union  and  Confederate  armies,  and  suggested 
.that  the  publication  should  be  national  instead  of  being  confined  to 
any  particular  State,  that  it  should  be  a record  of  the  valor  and 
heroism  of  the  American  soldier,  regardless  of  State  or  section. 

The  wisdom  of  that  suggestion  was  so  clear  and  well  defined 
that  it  was  adopted  at  once,  and  became  the  fixed  policy  of  the 
campaign  for  legislative  action. 

In  that  form  the  proposed  plan  was  laid  by  General  Ainsworth 
before  the  Hon.  Elihu  Root,  Secretary  of  War,  and  was  approved 
by  that  official.  In  a letter  to  Senator  T.  C.  Platt,  Chairman  of 
the  Senate  Committee  on  Printing,  under  date  of  December  16, 
1902,  relating  to  the  roster  of  Union  and  Confederate  soldiers, 
Secretary  Root  says : 

“There  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  a very  general  desire  on  the  part  of 
the  surviving  participants  of  the  great  struggle  in  which  the  country  was 
engaged  from  1861  to  1865,  and  on  the  part  of  their  descendants  and  the 
descendants  of  those  who  have  passed  away,  for  a publication  that  shall 
be  accessible  to  the  general  public,  and  shall  show  the  names  of  those  who 
either  as  officers  or  enlisted  men,  bore  arms  for  the  Union  or  for  the  Con- 
federacy during  the  great  war.  This  desire  is  one  that,  in  my  judgment, 
should  be  gratified,  in  a great  measure  at  least,  and  without  excessive  ex- 
pense by  compiling  and  publishing,  as  a continuation  of  the  Official  Records 
of  the  Union  and  Confederate  Armies,  a complete  list  or  roster  of  the  offi- 
cers and  men  who  served  in  those  armies  during  the  Civil  War. 

“It  is  therefore  recommended  that  authority  for  the  publication  of  such 
a roster  as  that  described  above  be  given  in  terms  substantially  as  follows : 

“Be  it  enacted  bv  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  Chief  of  the  Record  and  Pension  Office 
shall  compile,  from  such  official  records  as  are  in  the  possession  of  the 
United  States,  and  from  such  authentic  records  as  may  be  obtained  by  loan 
from  the  various  States  and  other  sources  a complete  roster  of  the  officers 
and  enlisted  men  of  the  Union  and  Confederate  Armies.” 

The  proposed  act  was  drawn  by  General  Ainsworth,  who  sug- 
gested that  it  be  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Senator  A.  J.  Me- 
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Laurin,  as  an  amendment  to  H.  R.  16021,  an  act  making  appro- 
priation for  the  legislative,  executive  and  judicial  expenses  of  the 
government. 

I placed  the  proposed  measure  in  the  hands  of  Senator  Mc- 
Laurin.  It  was  introduced  in  the  Senate  as  an  amendment  to  the 
appropriation  bill,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Printing, 
which  reported  favorably.  It  passed  both  houses  of  Congress  by 
February  20th,  received  the  approval  of  the  President  and  became 
a law  February  25,  1903.  Such,  in  brief,  is  the  history  of  the 
movement  for  the  collection  and  publication  of  the  Union  and  Con- 
federate Roster. 


Resolutions  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans  at  the  New 
Orleans  Reunion. 

Patriotic  and  appropriate  resolutions  of  approval  of  the  pub- 
lication of  the  Union  and  Confederate  roster  were  introduced  by 
General  Stephen  D.  Lee  at  the  New  Orleans  Reunion  and  were 
passed  by  unanimous  vote.  The  remarks  of  General  Lee  on  the 
resolutions  were  so  broad,  liberal  and  full  of  Southern  spirit  that 
they  received  the  favorable  comment  of  patriotic  people  all  over 
the  country. 

Mississippi  Manuscripts  in  Washington. 

During  my  stay  of  two  weeks  in  Washington  I succeeded  in 
locating,  in  the  various  departments,  many,  interesting  and  valu- 
able manuscript  sources  of  the  early  territorial  history  of  Missis- 
sippi from  1799  to  1S17. 

These  sources  consist  of  letters  from  the  territorial  governors 
to  the  Presidents  and  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  Executive  Depart- 
ments, also  of  official  reports,  lists  of  appointments,  laws  of  the 
Territory,  petitions  to  Congress  from  the  territorial  legislature 
and  other  valuable  material  of  a miscellaneous  nature. 

Some  of  this  material  has  been  placed  in  bound  volumes  with 
a chronological  arrangement.  The  greater  portion,  however,  is 
scattered  about  in  the  various  departments  in  an  unclassified  state, 
which  of  course  makes  it  inaccessible. 

I was  particularly  interested  in  locating  the  rosters  of  Missis- 
sippi soldiers  in  the  War  of  1812,  in  the  war  with  the  Creek  In- 
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dians  and  in  the  Mexican  War,  with  a view  of  having  them  copied 
for  the  Department.  I was  informed  that  the  rosters  were  on  file 
in  the  War  Department,  and  that  certified  copies  could  be  had  by 
payment  of  fees  fixed  by  law. 

I feel  sure  that  further  investigation  would  reveal  much  valu- 
able historical  material  to  the  student  of  Mississippi  history,  which 
now  lies  forgotten  in  the  Executive  Departments  of  the  National 
Government. 

The  Library  of  Congress — Division  of  Manuscripts. 

The  Division  of  Manuscripts  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Worthington  C.  Ford,  is  one  of  the  most 
interesting  and  useful  departments  of  that  great  institution. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  study  the  care,  preservation,  classifica- 
tion, repairing  and  binding  of  valuable  historical  manuscripts  as 
carried  on  in  the  department. 

Mr.  Ford  is  one  of  the  most  capable  archivists  in  the  country, 
and  is  interested  in  the  preservation  of  historical  material  where- 
ever  it  may  be  found.  He  takes  special  pleasure  in  explaining 
his  work  in  all  its  interesting  details,  and  I wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  his  numerous  official  and  personal  courtesies  to  me 
during  the  progress  of  my  investigations. 

I am  convinced  by  my  studies  in  Washington  that  loose  files 
of  manuscripts,  even  when  arranged  and  indexed,  are  of  very  little 
use  to  the  investigator  as  compared  to  bound  volumes.  That  idea 
leads  to  the  conclusion  that  every  manuscript  worth  preserving 
should  be  placed  in  a substantially  bound  volume,  with  a complete 
table  of  contents  and  an  index. 

Visit  to  X at chec. 

Next  to  the  archives  of  the  State  those  of  Natchez  and  Adams 
Counties  are,  possibly,  the  most  important  and  interesting  to  the 
student  of  the  territorial  history  of  Mississippi. 

There  is  a very  large  accumulation  of  both  official  and  unofficial 
historical  material  in  the  county,  consisting  of  the  official  records 
of  Adams  County  and  of  the  city  of  Natchez,  from  about  1768  to 
the  present  time — books,  pamphlets,  newspaper  files,  private  let- 
ters, diaries,  scrap  books  and  manuscript  church  records. 
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The  county  is  also  rich  in  Indian  relics,  such  as  pottery,  weap- 
ons, and  ornaments;  relics  of  pioneer  life,  such  as  household  fur- 
nishings and  implements  of  agriculture,  old  family  portraits  of 
pioneers  and  relics  relating  to  them. 

Whenever  my  official  duties  would  allow  I have  considered  it 
expedient  that  I should  acquaint  myself  with  the  official  and  un- 
official records  of  the  various  counties,  cities  and  towns  of  the 
State  with  a view,  at  some  future  time,  of  listing  every  record 
of  value  in  the  Commonwealth.  With  that  end  in  view  I had  the 
pleasure  of  visiting  Natchez  for  a week  during  the  month  of  May. 

Owing  the  kind  forethought  of  Hon.  J.  R.  Preston,  of  this 
Board,  I found  the  people  of  Natchez  deeply  interested  in  their 
local  and  State  history  and  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  histori- 
cal spirit. 

They  are  deeply  attached  to  the  past,  to  its  memories,  ideals  and 
aspirations,  and  are  in  full  sympathy  with  the  historical  movement 
in  the  State. 


Spanish  and  Early  Territorial  Records. 

Under  the  rule  of  the  Spaniards,  all  records  and  papers  of  an 
official  nature  were  carefully  kept  by  clerks  and  recorders.  These 
records  remained  after  the  Natchez  District  had  been  formally 
transferred  to  the  American  authorities. 

By  an  Act  passed  March  4,  1803,  it  was  provided  that  the  Span- 
ish Records  should  be  collected,  translated,  indexed  and  bound 
by  an  official  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  Territory. 
Owing  to  the  mixed  character  of  the  population,  made  up  of  Span- 
iards, Frenchmen  and  Americans,  the  records  kept  during  the 
administration  of  the  Spanish  government  are  in  part  written  in 
the  English  language,  possibly  the  larger  portion  are  in  English. 

The  original  Spanish  records,  with  translations,  are  now  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Chancery  Clerk  of  Adams  County  and  con- 
sist of  about  fifty  well  bound  volumes.  The  original  volumes  are 
not  in  current  use  and  should  be  deposited  in  the  Department  of 
Archives  and  History  for  the  study  of  investigators  of  Mississippi 
History. 

The  law  which  created  this  Department  provides  in  Section  4: 

“That  any  State,  county  or  other  official  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered in  his  discretion,  to  turn  over  to  the  Department  for  permanent 
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preservation  therein  any  official  books,  records,  documents,  original  papers, 
newspaper  files  and  printed  books  not  in  current  use  in  their  offices.” 

It  is  very  important  that  said  provision  of  the  law  should  he 
carried  out,  as  it  would  result  in  the  preservation  of  historical  ma- 
terial which  is  in  daily  danger  of  being  destroyed. 

I have  not,  heretofore,  brought  that  feature  of  the  law  to  the 
attention  of  county  officials,  but  it  has  been  generally  acted  upon 
by  the  heads  of  the  various  State  departments. 

The  earliest  newspapers  of  the  Mississippi  Territory  were  pub- 
lished in  Adams  County,  and  there  are  many  interesting  and  val- 
uable files  of  these  papers  now  in  the  hands  of  private  individuals 
throughout  the  county.  These  files  should  be  purchased  by  the 
State,  as  they  contain  a chronological  record  of  early  territorial 
and  State  history. 

Confederate  History  Commission. 

The  Mississippi  Division  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans 
met  in  annual  reunion  in  Jackson,  June  3d,  the  birthday  of  Jeffer- 
son Davis,  and  the  day  set  apart  for  laying  the  corner-stone  of 
the  new  Capitol,  which  was  at  that  time  near  completion.  There 
was  a large  attendance  of  veterans,  and  I took  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  distribute  among  them  alphabetically  arranged 
lists  of  rosters  of  companies  which  had  been  collected  by  and  were 
on  file  in  the  Department,  and  information  blanks  prepared  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  the  record  of  all  surviving  Confederate  sol- 
diers of  Mississippi. 

It  gives  me  genuine  pleasure  to  state  that  Senator  H.  D.  Money, 
in  his  speech  to  the  veterans,  spoke  in  the  most  complimentary 
way  of  the  work  of  the  Department  in  its  efforts  to  collect,  pre- 
serve and  publish  an  historical  roster  of  the  Confederate  soldiers 
of  Mississippi,  and  earnestly  urged  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
Confederate  organizations  of  the  State. 

lion.  H.  Clay  Sharkey,  of  Hinds  County,  at  the  business  meet- 
ing of  the  veterans,  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were 
passed  by  unanimous  vote: 

‘‘Whereas.  The  Congress  of  the  United  States  at  its  recent  session  made 
special  provision  for  the  compilation  and  publication  of  a complete  roster 
of  officers  and  enlisted  nun  of  both  Union  and  Confederate  Armies;  and. 

“Whereas.  Said  legislation  was  introduced  at  the  instance  of  a Missis- 
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sippi  State  official  and  offered  and  urged  by  the  Mississippi  Senators,  and 
in  order  that  a formal  expression  of  the  appreciation  of  the  United  Con- 
federate Veterans  of  Mississippi  of  the  broad  and  patriotic  action  of  the 
general  government  may  be  made,  be  it 

Resolved,  ist.  That  the  United  Confederate  Veterans,  in  annual  re- 
union assembled,  extend  our  thanks  to  Secretary  of  War  Root,  who  rec- 
ommended the  publication ; to  Senators  McLaurin  and  Money,  and  to  the 
Mississippi  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  who  urged  the  pas- 
sage of  the  bill  and  to  Director  Dunbar  Rowland,  of  the  Department  of 
Archives  and  History,  who  placed  the  plan  before  the  War  Department 
by  a special  visit  to  Washington. 

Resolved,  2d.  That  we  urge  upon  all  Confederate  veterans  from  Mis- 
sissippi the  importance  of  making  every  effort  to  assist  the  Department  of 
Archives  and  History  of  the  State  of  Mississippi  in  its  efforts  to  make 
the  record  of  Mississippi  soldiers  complete. 

Resolved,  3d.  That  the  Commander  of  this  Division  appoint  three  Con- 
federate veterans  from  the  State  at  large,  one  from  each  Congressional 
District  and  one  from  each  county,  to  be  known  as  the  Confederate  His- 
tory Commission  of  Mississippi,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  aid  in  every 
possible  way  in  the  collection  of  historical  material  relative  to  the  Con- 
federate soldiers  of  Mississippi,  such  as  rosters,  muster  and  pay-rolls,  dia- 
ries, swords,  flags,  and  military  orders,  which  are  to  be  sent  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Archives  and  History. 

Resolved,  4th.  That  General  Robert  Lowry  be  made  chairman  of  the 
Confederate  History  Commission  of  Mississippi. 

The  official  action  of  the  United  Confederate  Veterans  as  set 
forth  in  the  above  resolutions  assures  the  complete  success  of  the 
movement  for  the  preservation  of  a complete  historical  roster  of 
Mississippi  Confederate  soldiers.

Conference  of  Confederate  Roster  Cotnjnission  at  Atlanta,  Ga. 

At  the  request  of  the  War  Department  the  Governors  of  the 
Southern  States  have  appointed  Confederate  Roster  Commis- 
sioners to  co-operate  with  the  Department  in  the  collection  and 
compilation  of  the  Confederate  portion  of  the  Roster,  which  has 
been  provided  for  by  Congress.  The  following  gentlemen  have 
been  designated  to  represent  the  interests  of  their  States:  Hon.

It  was  deemed  expedient  that  there  should  be  some  unity  of 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Southern  Commissioners,  and  a confer- 
ence of  the  Commission  was  arranged  for  July  20th,  at  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  ways  and  means  for  the 
accomplishment  of  a great  undertaking.  Hon.  Allen  D.  Candler, 
of  Georgia,  invited  the  Commission  to  meet  in  Atlanta,  and  the 
call  was  joined  in  by  Hon.  Thomas  M.  Owen,  of  Alabama,  and 
Hon.  B.  F.  Dixon,  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Commission  met  in  Atlanta  on  the  day  designated,  with 
the  following  Commissioners  present : Hon.  Allen  D.  Candler  of 
Georgia,  Hon.  B.  F.  Dixon  of  North  Carolina,  Hon.  M.  P.  Tribble 
of  South  Carolina,  General  Leon  Jastremski  of  Louisiana,  Hon. 
Thomas  M.  Owen  of  Alabama,  and  Hon.  Dunbar  Rowland  of 
Mississippi. 

The  sessions  of  the  Commission  were  held  in  the  State  Library 
with  Hon.  Allen  D.  Candler  as  Chairman  and  Hon.  Thomas  M. 
Owen  as  Secretary.  The  entire  work  was  discussed  in  all  its 
details  by  the  conference,  and  resulted  in  its  conclusions  being 
presented  to  the  War  Department  in  the  form  of  a memorial, 
which  was  drawn  up  by  Thomas  M.  Owen  of  Alabama,  and  which 
contained  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  ample  time  be  given  for  the  collection  of  rosters  on 
account  of  the  many  difficulties  attendant  upon  the  work. 

2.  That  the  State  Commissioners  be  given  the  opportunity  of 
revising  the  proof  sheets  before  final  publication. 

3.  That  the  pension  records  of  the  various  Southern  States  be 
used  in  the  compilation. 

4.  That  the  War  Department  supply  to  each  Southern  State 
lists  of  the  material  now  on  file  in  the  Department. 

5.  That  where  original  rosters  of  companies  cannot  be  had,  the 
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next  best  record  be  used,  such  as  printed  rosters,  or  rosters  made 
up  from  memory  by  Confederate  soldiers. 

6.  That  the  roster  should  be  historical,  and  not  a mere  list  of 
names. 

A committee,  consisting  of  the  Commissioners  from  Virginia, 
Georgia  and  North  Carolina,  was  appointed  to  go  to  Washington 
and  present  the  memorial  to  the  War  Department. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  introduce  the  following  resolutions, 
which  were  adopted  by  the  conference: 

“Whereas,  At  the  second  session  of  the  Fifty-seventh  Congress  a pro- 
vision was  inserted  in  H.  R.  16021,  an  act  making  appropriation  for  the 
legislative,  executive  and  judicial  expenses  of  the  government,  making 
special  provision  for  the  compilation  and  publication,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Secretary  of  War,  of  valuable  historical  data  relative  to  both  Union 
and  Confederate  soldiers  in  the  following  words,  to  wit: 

“Provided  that  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  Chief 
of  Record  and  Pension  office  shall  compile  from  such  official  records  as 
are  in  possessoin  of  the  United  States,  and  from  such  other  authentic  rec- 
ords as  may  be  obtained  by  loans  from  the  various  States  and  from  other 
official  sources  a complete  roster  of  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
Union  and  Confederate  armies. 

“Whereas,  In  order  that  the  proposed  roster  of  the  Confederate  sol- 
diers shall  be  historically  correct,  the  Governors  of  the  various  Southern 
States  have  appointed  Commissioners  for  the  collection  of  official  rosters 
and  other  material,  which  may  be  of  value  for  the  use  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment, be  it 

“ Resolved,  1st.  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Southern  States,  in  con- 
ference at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  recognize  in  the  publication  of  a complete  roster  of 
officers  and  enlisted  men,  by  the  National  Government  of  both  Union  and 
Confederate  armies,  a just  and  patriotic  appreciation  of  the  heroism  of  the 
American  soldier. 

“ Resolved , 2d.  That  we  hereby  endorse  the  wise  and  beautiful  con- 
ception of  preserving,  in  the  same  record,  the  evidence  of  the  gallantry  of 
those  who  wore  the  blue  and  of  those  who  wore  the  gray,  as  a common 
heritage  of  a great  country. 

“Resolved,  3d.  That  we  urge  upon  Confederate  veterans  everywhere 
the  importance  of  making  every  effort  to  assist  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Southern  States  in  their  praiseworthy  work  of  collecting  rosters,  in  order 
that,  a complete  and  accurate  record  may  be  compiled. 

Resolved , 4th.  That  we  extend  to  Secretary  of  War  Root  and  to  Gen- 
eral F.  C.  Ainsworth,  Chief  of  the  Record  and  Pension  Division  of  the 
War  Department,  sincere  thanks  for  their  efforts  in  bringing  about  the  pas- 
sage of  the  bill  for  the  publication  of  the  roster." 
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The  proceedings  of  the  conference  have  been  issued  in  the 
form  of  a neat  pamphlet  of  sixteen  pages,  compiled  by  Hon. 
Thomas  M.  Owen  of  Alabama,  copies  of  which  have  been  distrib- 
uted in  all  the  Southern  States. 

Rosters  of  Mississippi  Soldiers  in  the  Army  of  Northern 
Virginia. 

Governor  Charles  Clark,  in  a message  to  the  Legislature  of  date 
August  3,  1864,  states  that  by  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred  on 
him  by  law,  he  appointed  in  April,  1864,  Major  J.  L.  Power  Su- 
perintendent of  Army  Records  for  the  Mississippi  troops  in  the 
Army  of  Tennessee,  and  Major  I.  M.  Partridge  for  the  Army  of 
Virginia. 

It  seems  that  both  Superintendents  proceeded  to  Richmond  for 
the  purpose  of  copying  the  records  of  the  War  Department  relat- 
ing to  Mississippi  soldiers,  and  were  actively  at  work  there  up  to 
within  a few  days  of  the  fall  of  the  Capitol  of  the  Confederacy. 

Some  of  the  records  made  by  them  are  now  on  file  in  this  De- 
partment, and  others  are  in  the  possession  of  Hon.  Joseph  W. 
Power. 

In  this  connection  the  following  story  of  how  those  records 
were  brought  to  Mississippi  will  be  of  interest. 

In  a letter  bearing  date  of  September  27,  1903,  to  the  Director 
of  this  Department,  Mr.  W.  H.  King,  of  Memphis,  Tenn.,  says: 

“I  performed  a duty  that  will  enable  Mississippians  to  know  how  the 
army  records  of  Mississippi  troops  in  Virginia,  which  were  copied  under 
the  direction  of  Col.  J.  L.  Power,  were  saved  from  capture  in  the  downfall 
of  Richmond. 

"Col.  J.  L.  Power  had  me  detailed  to  assist  him  in  collecting  data  in 
Virginia.  I worked  night  and  day  along  side  of  him  at  the  desk  in  the 
Second  Auditor's  office  at  Richmond  in  February  and  March,  1865,  hur- 
ling to  reach  Johnston’s  army  before  the  summer  campaign  began. 

"Co!.  Power,  seeing  the  downfall  of  Richmond  was  coming,  on  the 
morning  of  the  3d  of  April,  1S65,  put  into  a bundle  the  rosters  and  data 
of  the  three  Mississippi  Brigades  and  ordered  me  to  land  them  in  Missis- 
sippi. 

I reached  Chester,  South  Carolina,  on  the  6th  of  April,  and  commenced 
to  journey  across  the  country,  dodging  the  Yankees. 

"After  three  days  walking  I reached  Washington,  Georgia.  From  there 
l boarded  a train  for  Atlanta.  Reaching  that  point  and  finding  that  the 
Yankees  were  at  West  Point,  I went  to  Macon,  Georgia,  to  go  down  to 
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Columbus.  Finding  that  the  Yankees  were  in  Columbus.  Georgia,  I started 
back  for  Atlanta.  After  reaching  Forsyth,  eighteen  miles  from  Macon, 
I found  the  Yankees  there.  I quit  the  town,  took  to  the  woods  and  walked 
to  Columbus,  Georgia.  From  there  I went  on  Mobile  and  Girrard  Rail- 
road to  various  points  in  Alabama.  I finally  reached  Meridian  on  foot ; 
went  from  there  to  Jackson  and  left  the  records  with  Mrs.  J.  L.  Power. 
I gave  her  the  bundle  in  the  presence  of  General  W.  F.  Tucker,  of  the 
Confederate  Army.” 

Such  is  the  story,  simply  and  modestly  told,  of-  a soldier-like 
discharge  of  duty,  which  will  enable  a new  generation  to  preserve 
the  records  of  the  brave  men  who,  as  faithful  and  fearless  soldiers, 
have  no  superiors  in  recorded  history. 

Mississippi  Confederate  Rosters. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  it  was  shown  at  the 
Atlanta  conference  that  the  Confederate  War  records  of  the  State 
of  Mississippi  are  more  extensive  than  those  of  any  other  South- 
ern State. 

It  is  estimated  that  Mississippi  from  1861  to  1865  sent  80,000 
soldiers  to  the  Confederate  armies.  About  55,000  of  that  number 
appear  on  the  original  rosters  which  were  reported  to  the  State 
authorities  on  the  organization  of  the  companies,  and  which  are 
now  on  file  in  this  Department. 

About  25,000  recruits  were  added  to  the  various  companies 
during  the  course  of  the  war,  and  it  is  estimated  that  the  names 
of  20,000  of  these  recruits  do  not  appear  on  the  roster  at  all. 

It  is  believed  that  the  Mississippi  Confederate  rosters  which 
are  on  file  in  the  War  Department  at  Washington  are  of  later 
date  than  those  which  are  on  file  in  this  Department  and  will 
supply  the  missing  names. 

There  are  also  numerous  rosters  in  private  hands  throughout 
the  State.  To  collect  them  is  a work  of  considerable,  difficulty. 
The  Confederate  History  Commission  was  organized  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  a systematic  search  for  rosters  or  other  Confed- 
erate history  material  which  is  in  private  repositories.  The  work 
of  the  Commission  is  in  good  hands,  and  splendid  results  will  fol- 
low its  activities. 

The  county  members  of  the  Commission  will  compile  lists  of 
all  surviving  Confederate  veterans  in  the  various  counties  of  the

State,  which  will  be  sent  to  the  Department  of  Archives  and  His- 
tory. In  that  way  every  veteran  is  expected  to  come  in  close 
touch  and  sympathy  with  the  work. 

In  order  that  the  personal  record  of  the  service  of  all  surviving 
veterans  of  Mississippi  may  be  collected  and  preserved,  the  fol- 
lowing information  blank  is  being  sent  out :

The  Legislature,  by  Act  approved  February  26,  1902,  established  a De- 
partment of  Archives  and  History  for  the  State  of  Mississippi,  to  be  lo- 
cated in  the  Capitol.

It  is  best  to  delay  its  publication  until  that  time,  in  order  that 
the  organization  of  the  House  and  Senate  may  be  included  there- 
in.

Printed  Sources  of  Mississippi  History. 

In  collecting  materials  bearing  upon  the  history  of  Mississippi, 
printed  sources  should  be  carefully  gathered  and  preserved. 
There  has  been  no  systematic  effort  heretofore  made  in  that 
direction,  and  I regret  to  report  that,  outside  of  the  official  publi- 
cations of  the  State  (such  as  Supreme  Court  reports,  Journals 
of  the  Senate  and  House,  Department  and  Legislative  reports) 
there  are  not  over  twenty  books  devoted  to  Mississippi  matters 
in  the  State  Library. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Supreme  Court  reports,  Codes  and 
Digests,  there  is  not  a complete  set  of  the  official  publications  of 
Mississippi  in  the  Capitol. 

The  territorial  legislative  journals  and  laws  were  all  printed, 
and  there  should  be  forty-eight  volumes  of  said  publications  on 
the  shelves  of  the  State  Library,  whereas  there  are  only  about  six 
volumes. 

I am  reliably  informed  that  this  state  of  affairs  has  existed  for 
the  past  twenty-five  years.  Miss  Mattie  Plunket,  the  efficient 
State  Librarian,  is  making  every  possible  effort  to  make  a com- 
plete collection  of  the  official  publications  of  the  State. 

This  Department  should  be  provided  with  full  sets  of  official 
publications  from  1799  to  date — all  books,  pamphlets  and  broad- 
sides relating  to  Mississippi  and  all  writings  of  the  authors  of 
the  State. 

Historical  Commission. 

As  ex  officio  Chairman  of  the  Mississippi  Historical  Commis- 
sion, which  was  created  by  Act  of  March  2,  1900,  I beg  leave 
to  direct  attention  to  the  necessity  for  the  appointment,  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Department,  of  four 
members  of  said  Commission. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Commission  to  prepare  a full  and  com- 
plete report,  with  lists  of  all  historical  material  of  whatever  char- 
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acter  which  bears  upon  Mississippi  history.  This  will  require 
an  investigation  into  the  archives  of  England,  Spain,  France  and 
Canada,  the  national  archives  at  Washington,  and  those  of  the 
various  counties  of  the  State. 

Condition  of  Official  Records. 

The  condition  of  the  State  records  is  much  worse  than  I ex- 
pected to  find  at  the  time  of  my  first  annual  report.  The  bound 
volumes  are  sadly  in  need  of  rebinding,  and  many  of  them  should 
be  copied  into  new  books  if  they  are  to  be  preserved. 

The  manuscript  laws  of  the  State  should  be  bound  in  substan- 
tial volumes,  chronologically  arranged ; they  should  also  be  pro- 
vided  with  tables  of  contents  and  indexes. 

The  writings  to  the  Governors  and  to  heads  of  Departments 
should  be  treated  in  the  same  way. 

The  Confederate  war  records  and  rosters  are  made  of  very 
cheap  material,  and  the  ink  used  was  of  a very  inferior  quality. 
All  these  records  should  be  bound,  and  many  of  them  copied. 

If  the  official  records  of  the  State  are  to  be  properly  preserved 
it  is  very  necessary  that  an  annual  appropriation  should  be  made 
for  rebinding  and  copying. 

The  needs  of  the  Department  in  this  particular  are  pressing. 

Unofficial  Archives — Claiborne  Papers. 

The  most  valuable  collection  of  unofficial  archives  of  the  State 
are  the  Claiborne  papers  and  documents,  which  were  presented 
by  Col.  J.  F.  H.  Claiborne,  the  Mississippi  historian. 

The  State  University  was  made  the  custodian  of  the  Claiborne 
collection  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  and  it  has  been  the  gen- 
eral impression  that  all  the  papers  donated  by  Col.  Claiborne  are 
now  in  the  library  of  that  institution. 

My  investigations  show  that  the  most  valuable  part  of  the 
Claiborne  collection  remained  in  Jackson. 

The  official  journals  of  Gov.  W.  C.  C.  Claiborne  from  1803 
to  1816,  which  were  described  in  my  last  annual  report,  belong 
to  the  Claiborne  collection.  The  record,  in  French,  of  the  trial 
of  the  notorious  outlaw,  Samuel  Mason,  is  a part  of  that  collec- 
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tion.  The  writings  of  Col.  Anthony  Hutchins  and  other  pioneers 
also  belong  to  it. 

I believe  that  further  research  will  show  that  other  valuable 
papers  of  the  collection  were  not  carried  to  the  University. 


Papers  of  Gen.  S.  G.  French. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and  valuable  collections  of  un- 
official papers  which  have  been  presented  to  the  Department  are 
those  of  Gen.  S.  G.  French,  of  Laurel  Hill,  Fla.  Gen.  French 
presented  his  collection  to  the  Department  July  18,  1903.  It  is 
rich  in  historical  material  relative  to  the  Mexican  War  and  the 
war  between  the  United  States  and  the  Confederate  States.  It 
also  contains  much  valuable  data  of  the  Mississippi  levee  system. 
The  original  manuscript  of  “Two  Wars,”  a valuable  contribution 
to  American  history  by  Gen.  French,  is  in  the  collection.

Election  of  Trustees. 

The  terms  of  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this 
Department  will  have  expired  before  the  next  annual  meeting. 
It  therefore  becomes  necessary  to  elect  their  successors  at  this 
time  in  order  that  their  names  may  be  presented  to  the  January 
meeting  of  the  Senate  for  confirmation. 

The  Trustees  whose  terms  expire  February  26,  1904,  are 
Bishop  Charles  B.  Galloway,  Judge  B.  T.  Kimbrough  and  Dr.  F. 
L.  Riley. 
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Office  Assistance. 

By  virtue  of  authority  given  by  the  Board,  on  October  6,  I em- 
ployed Mrs.  Eron  O.  Gregory,  of  Chickasaw  County,  as  an  as- 
sistant in  the  Department,  at  a yearly  salary  of  $480. 

Mrs.  Gregory  has  given  faithful  and  efficient  service  for  the 
past  year,  and  I feel  it  my  duty  to  say  that  her  services  are  worth 
more  than  the  amount  paid  her.  In  the  event  the  Legislature 
makes  an  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Department, 
which  will  justify  an  increase  of  salary,  I respectfully  recommend 
that  her  salary  be  increased  to  $700  per  year. 

Official  Archives — - Executive  Journals. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Department,  as  rapidly  as  possible,  to 
arrange,  index  and  bind  the  official  archives  of  the  State  for  ready 
reference  by  investigators  and  others  who  may  desire  access  to 
them.  Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  year 
in  this  work. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  archives  of  the  Executive  Depart- 
ment have  been  brought  together  and  arranged  chronologically. 
There  are  only  a few  missing  links  in  the  chain  of  executive  jour- 
nals, but  I am  hopeful  that  the  lost  records  will  be  found,  after 
further  investigation,  among  the  thirty  boxes  which  remain  un- 
packed. The  records  referred  to  are  the  executive  journals  of 
Col.  Cato  West,  Secretary  of  the  Mississippi  Territory,  and  ex- 
ercising the  functions  of  Governor  from  October  1,  1804,  to  May 
10,  1805,  and  the  journals  of  Governors  Scott,  Runnels  and 
Lynch,  from  1828  to  1838. 

Journal  of  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs — 1803  to  1808. 

My  last  report  contained  a description  of  the  journals  of  Gov- 
ernors Winthrop  Sargent,  Wm.  C.  C.  Claiborne  and  David 
Holmes.  These  records  contain  the  official  correspondence  of 
the  Governors  with  the  national  government,  and  with  the  Gov- 
ernors of  neighboring  Spanish  provinces. 

A separate  record  was  kept  of  the  proceedings  of  the  terri- 
torial Governors,  as  Superintendents  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  one 
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of  these  journals  has  been  found,  which  is  full  of  interesting 
details  of  Indian  life  and  customs. 

The  caption  of  that  journal  reads  as  follows: 

“The  proceedings  of  the  Governors  of  the  Mississippi  Territory  as 
Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs.” 

It  contains  1 1 5 pages  of  official  records  of  a most  valuable 
character,  which  bring  out  clearly  the  relations  of  the  white  man 
and  the  red  man  during  the  early  territorial  days  of  the  Common- 
wealth. The  record  begins  January  20,  1803,  and  ends  July  1, 
1808. 

Contents  of  Journal  on  Indian  Affairs. 

The  first  fifty-six  pages  of  the  Journal  on  Indian  Affairs  con- 
tain a record  of  the  proceedings  of  Gov.  Wm.  C.  C.  Claiborne  as 
Superintendent  from  January  20,  1803,  to  October  24,  1804,  with 
contents  as  follows: 

Reports  to  the  Secretary  of  War  relative  to  Indian  treaties, 
purchases  of  lands,  appointments  of  agents,  location  of  factories 
or  trading  posts,  appointments  of  factors  and  interpreters,  pay- 
ment of  annuities,  and  delivery  of  goods. 

Correspondence  with  and  instructions  to  Indian  agents  and 
factors,  letters  to  and  from  Silas  Dinsmore,  Agent  to  the  Choc- 
taws, Samuel  Mitchell,  Agent  to  the  Chickasaws,  and  Joseph 
Chambers,  Factor  at  Fort  Stephens,  in  which  information  is  asked 
for  along  the  following  lines: 

1.  An  account  of  the  natural  history  of  the  Choctaw  and 
Chickasaw  country,  and  the  manners  and  customs  of  the  tribes. 

2.  Number  of  warriors,  women  and  children,  and  number  and 
condition  of  arms. 

3.  Indian  government,  laws  and  customs. 

4.  Progress  of  civilization  and  the  state  of  agriculture. 

5.  Character  and  reputation  of  the  chiefs  and  influential  war- 
riors. 

6.  Feelings  of  friendship  or  hostility  to  the  United  States. 
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Cato  West  as  Superintendent. 

At  page  56  of  the  Journal  of  Indian  Affairs  is  this  entry: 

“Proceedings  by  Col.  Cato  West,  Secretary,  as  Superintendent  of 
Indian  Affairs  in  the  absence  of  the  Governor  of  the  Mississippi  Terri- 
tory.” 

Governor  Claiborne  left  Natchez  for  New  Orleans  December 
3,  1803,  having  been  appointed  one  of  the  Commissioners  to  re- 
ceive the  Louisiana  Purchase  from  France. 

The  record  of  Col.  West  continues  to  page  84,  and  his  trans- 
actions deal  generally  with  the  same  subjects  as  those  of  Governor 
Claiborne. 

Gov.  Robert  Williams  as  Superintendent. 

The  record  of  Governor  Williams  as  Superintendent  of  Indian 
Affairs  begins  at  page  84  and  ends  at  page  115,  and  contains  the 
same  character  of  communications  as  the  two  preceding. 

Register  of  County  Officers — Appointments  of  Governor  Sargent 
from  1799  to  1802. 

The  Journal  of  Indian  Affairs  also  contains  lists  of  appoint- 
ments made  by  Gov.  Sargent  in  the  various  counties  of  the  Ter- 
ritory for  the  above  named  period. 

Such,  in  brief,  are  the  contents  of  this  interesting  old  record. 

Journals  of  Gov.  Robert  Williams,  Acting  Governor  Cozvles 
Mead  and  Gov.  David  Holmes — 1805  to  1810. 

I shall  give  only  a brief  descriptive  survey  of  the  Journals 
which  follow : 

Gov.  Robert  Williams,  of  North  Carolina,  but  a resident  of 
Mississippi  Territory,  was  appointed  Governor  of  the  Territory 
March  1,  1805.  The  Journal  of  his  official  correspondence  is  a 
large  volume  of  464  pages,  in  which  will  be  found  also  the  Jour- 
nals of  Cowles  Mead,  Acting  Governor,  and  the  Journal  of  Gov. 
David  Holmes  from  March  7,  1809,  to  August  24,  1810. 

The  Journal  of  Gov.  Williams  begins  with  his  commission 
from  President  Jefferson,  dated  March  1,  1805,  and  continues 
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to  page  1 17,  or  to  April  21,  1806,  on  which  date  he  left  the  Ter- 
ritory on  a visit  to  North  Carolina. 

Col.  Cato  West  had  been  acting  as  Governor  of  the  Territory 
before  the  appointment  of  Governor  Williams,  and  there  seems 
to  have  been  some  friction  between  the  two  relative  to  the  official 
archives  of  the  Territory,  which,  it  seems,  Col.  West  retained  in 
his  possession  after  Governor  Williams  had  entered  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  his  official  duties.  The  Journal  opens  with  that  con- 
troversy, and  gives  the  correspondence  with  Secretary  Madison 
and  with  Col.  West  relative  thereto.  It  also  contains  letters  to 
the  Presidents  and  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  Departments  at 
Washington,  messages  to  the  Legislature,  general  orders  as  Com- 
mander in  Chief  of  the  Territorial  militia,  proclamations,  com- 
missions, letters  to  and  from  the  Spanish  authorities,  and  to 
officials  of  the  various  counties  of  the  Territory. 

The  documentary  history  of  the  troubles  with  the  Spanish  au- 
thorities, arising  out  of  the  Kemper  affair,  is  contained  in  the 
Journals. 

The  correspondence  of  Governor  Williams  gives  a clear  in- 
sight into  the  struggle  between  the  fast  receding  power  of  Spain 
and  the  ever-gaining  strength  of  the  United  States  over  the  occu- 
pation and  control  of  what  was  then  the  great  Southwest. 


Journal  of  Coiclcs  Mead,  Secretary,  Exercising  the  Functions 
and  Pozocrs  of  the  Governor  of  Mississippi  Territory. 

Governor  Williams  left  the  little  town  of  Washington,  the  Ter- 
ritorial capital,  on  a visit  to  North  Carolina,  April  21,  1806,  and 
Cowles  Mead,  Secretary,  became  Acting  Governor  of  the  Terri- 
tory June  6.  Col.  Mead  had  been  appointed  Secretary  January 
21,  1806,  but  had  not  arrived  in  the  Territory  until  June  2.  From 
April  21  to  June  6 Thomas  H.  Williams,  the  predecessor  of  Col. 
Mead  had  exercised  the  functions  of  Governor. 

The  Journal  of  Acting  Governor  Mead  begins  at  page  12 1,  and 
ends  at  page  19 1,  and  extends  from  June  6,  1806,  to  January  26, 
1807. 

One  of  the  most  fascinating,  mysterious  and  puzzling  episodes 
of  American  history  is  what  has  been  termed  “the  Conspiracy  of 
Aaron  Burr.”  It  has  given  rise  to  a great  deal  of  controversy 
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among  historians,  and  there  are  two  well-defined  contentions 
about  it,  one  being  that  the  Burr  expedition  was  the  natural  out- 
come of  the  hostile  spirit  against  Spain,  which  existed  in  that 
portion  of  the  Union  lying  between  the  Alleghanies  and  the  Mis- 
sissippi River  and  was  a filibustering  attempt  against  Mexico ; the 
other  contention  being  that  Burr  was  engaged  in  a treasonable 
attempt  to  disrupt  the  Union.  The  Journal  of  Acting  Governor 
Mead  contains  the  documentary  history  of  the  arrest  of  Col.  Burr 
by  the  military  authorities  of  the  Mississippi  Territory,  and  is  the 
best  record  of  the  failure  of  that  famous  expedition. 

Gov.  Williams  returned  to  the  Territory  January  27,  1807. 
His  first  entry  in  the  Journal  is  on  page  192,  and  is  a message 
to  the  Legislative  Council  and  House  of  Representatives. 

The  Burr  incident  was  still  acute  when  Gov.  Williams  re- 
turned, and  one  of  his  first  official  acts  was  a proclamation  for 
the  re-arrest  of  Col.  Burr,  who  had  left  Washington,  Miss.,  Feb- 
ruary 5.  for  the  eastern  part  of  the  Territory. 

The  Journal  contains  all  the  details  of  Burr's  re-arrest  and  re- 
turn to  Richmond. 

At  page  342  will  be  found  a message  from  Gov.  Williams 
to  the  Legislature,  dated  March  3,  1809,  in  which  he  states  that 
his  resignation  was  in  the  hands  of  the  President,  to  take  effect 
on  that  day,  and  in  the  same  message  he  dissolves  the  Legisla- 
ture. 

From  March  3 to  July  1,  1809,  Thomas  H.  Williams,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Territory,  was  Acting  Governor. 

Journals  of  Gov.  David  Holmes — 1809  to  1817. 

David  Holmes,  of  Virginia,  was  appointed  Governor  of  the 
Mississippi  Territory.  March  7,  1809.  The  Journal  of  his  official 
acts  begins  at  page  357,  and  continues  to  the  end  of  the  volume, 
from  July  3,  1809,  to  August  24,  1810. 

The  territorial  administration  of  Governor  Holmes  continued 
until  the  establishment  of  a State  government  under  the  act  of 
authorization  passed  by  Congress  March  1,  1817. 

The  official  writings  of  his  administration  fill  three  large  vol- 
umes of  400  pages  each,  and  cover  a most  important  period  in 
the  growth  and  progress  of  the  Territory. 
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The  Journals  of  Gov.  Holmes  contain  his  messages  to  the 
Legislature,  correspondence  with  the  national  authorities  at 
Washington,  military  orders  as  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  ter- 
ritorial militia,  instructions  to  territorial  and  county  officials, 
proclamations,  correspondence  with  Spanish  authorities,  and 
cover  every  subject  of  political,  domestic  or  economic  concern  to 
the  territory  and  its  people. 

The  second  volume  contains  a full  documentary  history  of  the 
operations  of  Mississippi  troops  against  the  Creek  Indians*  the 
revolt  of  the  Spanish  Province  of  West  Florida  and  the  annexa- 
tion of  a part  of  it  to  the  Mississippi  Territory. 

Journals  of  Governors  Holmes , Poindexter , Leake  and  Brandon 

1817  to  1827. 

This  Journal  consists  of  320  pages,  and  extends  from  August 
16,  1817  to  December  27,  1827. 

The  first  entry  therein  is  a letter  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States  from  Gov.  Holmes,  in  which  official  notice  is  given  of  the 
adoption  of  a State  constitution. 

It  contains  the  inaugural  addresses  of  Governors  Holmes, 
Poindexter,  Leake  and  Brandon,  their  messages  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, proclamations,  appointments  and  general  correspondence, 
dealing  with  the  following  important  subjects:  The  election  of 
the  first  State  officials,  and  the  organization  of  the  State  govern- 
ment; the  Supreme  Court  and  judicial  system;  the  location  of 
the  seat  of  government  at  Natchez,  Columbia  and  Jackson ; the 
compilation  and  adoption  of  the  Poindexter  Code ; the  struggle 
between  the  law-making  and  law-interpreting  departments,  and 
treaties  with  Indians. 

The  Journal  is  in  a bad  state  of  preservation,  and  is  much 
faded  and  worn. 

Journals  of  Governors  McNutt,  Tucker  and  Brown — 

1838  to  1848. 

The  Journals  of  the  above  named  Governors  consist  of  four 
large  volumes  of  about  450  pages  each,  and  cover  a most  im- 
portant period  in  the  history  of  the  Commonwealth. 
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A complete  documentary  history  of  the  Planter’s  Bank  and 
of  the  Union  Bank  is  contained  in  the  Journal  of  Governor 
McNutt.  The  settlement  of  the  dispute  with  Tennessee  relative 
to  the  boundary  of  the  State  is  also  contained  therein. 

The  State  papers  of  Governor  McNutt  are  full  and  strong 
from  an  historical  standpoint.  He  seems  to  have  been  impressed 
with  the  importance  of  keeping  a complete  record  of  all  the 
official  acts  of  his  administration. 

The  Journal  of  Governor  Tucker  deals  with  the  repudiation  of 
the  Union  Bank  bonds  by  Act  of  the  Legislature,  and  the  defal- 
cation of  the  State  Treasurer. 

The  Journals  of  Governor  Brown,  extending  from  1844  to  1848, 
are  full  of  interest,  and  give -all  the  details  of  the  opening  of  the 
State  University,  the  organization  and  equipment  of  Mississippi 
regiments  for  the  Mexican  war,  the  visit  of  Henry  Clay  to  Jack- 
son,  and  the  report  of  Col.  Jefferson  Davis  on  the  gallantry  of 
Mississippi  troops  in  the  war  with  Mexico. 

Journals  of  Governors  Matthews,  Quitman,  Gition,  Foote,  McRae 
and  McWillie — 1848  to  i860 . 

These  Journals  give  the  details  of  such  historical  incidents  as 
the  sale  of  the  Chickasaw  school  lands,  the  agitation  of  the 
slavery  question  in  1849-50,  the  resignation  of  Governor  Quit- 
man,  the  Foote-Quitman-Davis  canvass,  the  incorporation  of  the 
Mississippi  and  Tennessee  Railroad,  the  succession  of  Governors 
Guion  and  Whitfield,  the  litigation  over  the  Union  Bank  bonds 
and  the  excitement  over  the  John  Brown  raid. 

The  messages,  proclamations  and  correspondence  of  the  Gov- 
ernors are  given  in  full. 

The  executive  Journals  are  among  the  most  useful  and  valua- 
ble sources  of  historical  material,  and  are  generally  accurately 
and  carefully  kept. 

Journals  of  Governors  Pettus,  Clark,  Sharkey  and  Humphreys 

— 1860  to  1868. 

These  Journals  tell  the  story  of  secession,  resistance,  destruc- 
tion and  reconstruction  in  all  its  leading  details.  Complete  rec- 
ords of  the  following  events  are  given : The  special  session  of  the 
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Legislature  of  i860:  the  secession  convention,  and  preparation 
for  defense ; the  provisional  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States ; 
the  organization  and  equipment  of  troops ; military  operations  in 
Mississippi ; meetings  of  the  Legislature  at  Columbus  and  Macon ; 
the  military  arrest  of  Gov.  Clark ; the  appointment  of  Gov. 
Sharkey  as  provisional  Governor;  the  convention  of  1865;  the 
election  of  Governor  Humphreys ; the  constitutional  convention 
of  1868,  and  the  ejection  of  Governor  Humphreys  from  the  State 
house  and  executive  residence. 


Journals  of  Governors  Ames,  Alcorn,  Powers,  Stone,  Lowry, 
McLaurin  and  Longino — 1868  to  1904. 

The  above  records  are  on  file  in  the  executive  office  and  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  They  contain  all  the  official  acts 
of  the  Executive  Department  from  1868  to  date. 

I have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  make  a careful  examination 
of  these  Journals,  but  they  cover  a most  important  period  in  the 
history  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  give  the  record  of  the  brave 
struggle  to  rebuild  the  State,  which  lias  been  made  under 
the  leadership  of  Governors  Stone,  Lowry,  McLaurin  and  Lon- 
gino. 

Suggested  Publications. 

The  publication  of  the  official  archives  of  the  State  is  regarded 
as  of  the  greatest  importance,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Depart- 
ment in  the  future  to  publish  important  historical  papers  and  doc- 
uments, which  will  serve  as  valuable  source  material  for  investi- 
gators and  students. 

Only  a limited  few  can  ever  have  access  to  original  documents, 
hence  it  becomes  necessary  to  publish  the  historical  archives  of 
the  State. 

Some  idea  of  the  scope  of  such  suggested  publications  will  be 
gained  from  the  following  tentative  outline: 

1.  Charters,  organic  acts,  proclamations  and  constitutions  from  the 
Spanish  dominion  to  the  present. 

2.  Spanish  archives  at  Madrid.  Seville.  Mobile  and  Natchez  dealing 
with  the  settlement  and  government  of  *what  is  now  the  State  of  Mis- 
sissippi— 1507  to  1813. 
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3.  French  archives  at  Paris  relative  to  occupation  and  settlement — 1699 
to  1763. 

4.  English  archives  on  file  in  the  Public  Record  Office  in  London,  con- 
nected with  English  dominion — 1763  to  1783. 

5.  National  archives  in  Washington  dealing  with  the  occupation  and 
government  of  the  United  States — 1798  to  1817. 

6.  Messages  of  Mississippi  Governors. 

7.  Governor’s  correspondence. 

8.  Report  of  Historical  Commission. 

9.  War  records.  This  publication  should  contain  the  records  of  Mis- 
sissippi soldiers  and  commands  in  the  War  of  1812;  Indian  Wars;  Texas 
War  for  Independence;  Mexican  War;  War  between  the  United  States 
and  Confederate  States,  and  the  Spanish-American  War. 

Removal  to  the  New  Capitol. 

At  a meeting  of  the  State  officials  held  Tuesday,  September 

22,  1903,  it  was  decided  to  begin  the  removal  of  the  various  de- 
partments from  the  old  to  the  new  capitol  Wednesday,  September 

23.  The  work  of  removal,  under  the  supervision  of  Hon.  W.  Q. 
Cole,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  began  on  that  day.  It  should 
be  stated  here  that  the  new  capitol  was  first  occupied  by  the  Cap- 
itol Commission,  May  10,  1903.

For  sentimental  reasons,  which  are  unnecessary  to  detail,  I was 
the  last  to  leave  the  old  capitol  which  is  hallowed  and  made 
sacred  by  inspiring  associations  and  ennobling  memories.  The 
old  building  may  be  time-worn  and  weather-stained,  old  and  out 
of  date,  yet  it  should  be  dearer  to  the  hearts  of  the  people  of 
Mississippi  than  all  other  buildings  in  the  Commonwealth.  To 
transform  the  old  capitol  into  a sacred  shrine  would  be  an  act  of 
patriotism  which  would  reflect  honor  upon  the  representatives 
of  the  people. 


Apartments  in  Nezv  Capitol. 

Ample  provision  has  been  made  by  the  Capitol  Commission 
for  certain  features  of  the  Department’s  work.  A beautiful  hall 
on  the  first  floor,  east  end,  has  been  set  apart  for  the  collection 
of  historical  portraits  which  are  being  collected  by  the  Depart- 
ment and  for  its  relics  and  curios.  This  should  be  a “hall  of 
fame,”  to  serve  only  as  a memorial  to  the  great  men  of  the  State. 

A suitable  office  has  also  been  provided  in  which  the  daily 
work  of  the  Department  may  be  carried  on. 

As  yet  no  provision  has  been  made  for  a “Hall  of  History,” 
in  which  should  be  placed  all  the  historical  archives  of  the  State, 
carefully  classified  and  arranged  in  a good  system  of  filing  cases. 

In  addition  to  the  official  archives,  such  a “Hall  of  History*’ 
should  contain : 

1.  All  books  and  pamphlets  relating  to  Mississippi,  its  people 
or  any  part  of  its  history. 

2.  All  Mississippi  public  and  legislative  documents,  pamphlets 
and  reports. 

3.  All  writings  of  Mississippi  authors. 

4.  All  Mississippi  educational  and  religious  literature,  such  as 
journals  of  conventions,  conferences  and  associations,  and  cata- 
logues or  announcements  of  educational  institutions. 
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5.  All  old  and  current  files  of  Mississippi  newspapers,  or  other 
periodical  publications. 

6.  Unofficial  manuscripts,  such  as  old  documents  and  private 
letters,  diaries,  journals,  scrapbooks  and  other  historical  material 
of  an  unofficial  nature. 

I feel  sure  that  when  the  needs  of  the  Department  are  pre- 
sented to  the  Capitol  Commission,  a suitable  “Hall  of  History” 
will  be  provided.  The  beautiful  hall  located  on  the  first  floor  in 
the  extreme  western  end  is  an  ideal  place  for  a library  of  Missis- 
sippi history.  The  room  has  not  yet  been  assigned,  and  I would 
suggest  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  request  that  it  be  given 
to  the  Department,  to  be  used  as  a Hall  of  History. 

Summary  of  Work  Done. 

The  Department  of  Archives  and  History  has  been  engaged 
in  its  work  for  eighteen*  months.  It  is  believed  that  the  fol- 
lowing summary  of  work  done  justifies  its  establishment  and  in- 
sures liberal  support  in  the  future. 

1.  The  preservation  of  the  historical  archives  of  the  State, 
which  are  not  in  current  use,  from  ruin  and  decay. 

2.  The  discovery  and  preservation  of  the  Confederate  war 
records  of  the  State,  consisting  of  historical  material,  the  value 
of  which  cannot  be  estimated. 

3.  The  publication  by  the  Federal  government  of  a complete 
historical  roster  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Union  and 
Confederate  armies. 

4.  The  collection  and  classification  of  500,000  valuable  histor- 
ical manuscripts  connected  with  Mississippi  history. 

5.  The  collection  of  historical  portraits  without  cost  to  the 
State,  the  value  of  which  is  estimated  to  be  five  thousand  dollars. 

6.  The  compilation  of  an  Official  and  Statistic  Register  con- 
taining valuable  information  relative  to  the  historical,  social,  ed- 
ucational and  economic  development  of  Mississippi.
